VALERI ANI REPORTED QUOTE: THE EXTRAORDINARY LENGTH OF 
THE MEETING WHICH LASTED TO MIDNIGHT SUGGESTED THE TWO 
SIDES WERE MAKING AN EXTRA EFFORT TO ACHIEVE PROGRESS IN 
ADVANCE OF THE MEETING BETWEEN BREZHNEV AND PRESIDENT

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SIGNING CEREMONY AT THE WASHINGTON SUMMIT NEXT JUNE. END

EXIST, BOTH ;IDES TODAY AGREED TO SET UP A JOINT 
COMMISSION TO FACILITATE COOPERATION IN SCIENCE, TRADE, 
EDUCATION AND TECHNOLOGY. KISSINGER SPOKE AT THE 
INDIAN COUNCIL OF WORLD AFFAIRS SAYING THAT PRESIDENT 
FORD WANTS A PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF ALL DISPUTES ON THE 
ASIAN SUB-CONTINENT, FREE FROM OUTSIDE PRESSURE OR 
INTRUSION. AT THE SAME TIME KISSINGER URGED THE INDIANS 
NOT TO EXPORT THEIR NUCLEAR TECHNOLOGY TO ANYONE ELSE.

IT IS ALSO EXPECTED THAT THE U.S. WILL SOON RESUME

THOUSAND TONS. NOT MUCH CONSIDERING THAT INDIA MAY NEED 
AS MUCH AS 4 OR 5 MILLION TONS TO OFFSET A POOR HARVEST

PURPOSES ONLY. DURING HIS TALKS WITH PM GANDHI, 
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DESCRIBED BY AMERICAN OFFICIALS IN GLOWING TERMS, THE 
TALKS REMOVED PAST MISUNDERSTANDINGS.ONE OF THEM 
RECOUNTED. DURING THESE TALKS, THE INDIANS REPEATED THAT 
THEIR NUCLEAR EXPLOSION LAST MAY WAS FOR PEACEFUL 
PURPOSES AND THEY HAD NO PRESENT PLANS TO EXPLOIT THEIR 
TECHNOLOGY TO ANYONE ELSE. KISSINGER'S POINT WAS 
THAT INDIA'S NUCLEAR TEST HAD HEIGHTENED OLD FEARS IN
